The charge that the “big moneyel interest” 
control & aunber of the larger magazines of the 
United States has been made more than once, In the 
Twentieth Century magazine, this month, a promin 
ent writer discusses this charge at length, and while 
he does not attempt to do more than place the 
evidence at hand before the public, the conclusion 
he has reached, in his own mind, is obvious, 

The case of “Success” magazine was first taken 
up, Success, three years ago, was all its name imp 
lies. At the end of 1909 its owner was offered $400, 
(WM) forthe property. In January, 1910, the magazine 
published an article, very consAlerably derogatory 
to the late speaker of Congress, Joseph Cannon, a 
man who has stood by the “big interests” during his 
entire career, From that moment a blight fell over 
Success, Hanks would not give it accommodation, 
paper factories demanded cash, all its larger ad 
vertisers withdrew, and in fact a secret and insidious 
cam aign was waged against it of such force that in 
two vears succeeded in pushing it to the wall, What 
at the beginning of 1910 was worth $100,000, by 
1912 was in the receiver's hands 

McClure’s magazine published a serial article by 
Miss ‘Tarbell about John D, Rockefeller. ‘The article 
was published in book form, but the entire issue was 
bought up, and copies never reached the public. 
Since that time, six years ago, McClure's has been 
struggling against such a load that only its superb 
management and popular owner could cope with 

Then there was Hampton's magazine, also a 
“muck-raker,” so called, whieh trod the road from 
Prosperity to the receiver's hands, Pearson's maga 
zine offended the big interests in such a way that it 
lost almost all its advertising patronage, and today 
is attempting to publish a magazine without adver 
tisements, an experiment regarded financially as de 
cidedly hazardous. Munsey's magazine, till it es 
poused the cause of Roosevelt, had probably the best 
advertising patronage of any American magazine, 
Hitherto it had admitted no politics to its pages. To 
day the manner in which all the larger American 
business corporations have dropped their Munsey 
advertising is a notable example, offered by the big 
interests to other magazines to steer clear of a like 
course, Munsey's owner is rich and may be able to 
stand the pace, but it will cost him tens, if not hun 
dreds of thousands 

"Muck raking” so called has almost ceased in the 
larger American magazines today, ‘They have learn 
ed their lesson. Some of them, indeed, have made 
such right-about-face that there is a strong sugpicion 
that Standard Oil or some other money is behind 
them. Others, of course, are unbought and unbuy 
able, but even such magazines are not to be blamed 
for keeping silent on one topic when silence means 
the difference between success and failure 

All this would seem to warn little fishes like 
Myself to steer clear of the shoals Would you 
believe it, only to-day | had a telephone message 
from a friend of a man | had reason to refer to last 
week, telling me to look out for something coming 
my way from “Someone.” 

Well, no “Somebody” on earth has any terrors 
for the editor of this paper. Thank Heaven the air 
is free to everyone. No man and no party controls 


my pencil, and this journal will cease to exist before 
any little pettifogging politician, or any man with 
an interest, will have any say as to its policy 

I don't underrate the powers of evil and malice, 
and hatred that may assail the path of so daring a 
I recognize them only too well,

There are 
properties offered in the market in all these places 
today that willinot be required for building purposes 
for ten years al least; some probably never, A good 
guide to follow in considering the investment value 
of properties is the railroad and the street car. As 
soon as the street car extensions are announced for 
the following Year, property in the districts through 
which the line {s to pass always becomes worth buy 
ing: because tlie extension will only be made into 
districts where the building development warrants 
it. You can always depend on making from 50 to 
100 per cent. »y buying in such a locality for that 
very reason, 

“There is nv doubt that a man wants to be more 
careful in his investments than even three or four 
years ago, but if he is careful he can make as much 
money today. | would advise English clients to leave 
townsites entirely alone, and only to put their money 
in the establisied railroad centres and coming rai 
road centres, that are divisional or junction points. 
In all cases where representations are made with 
regard to railroad development, these can be verified 
by application to any of the three great railway 
companies who have their offices in London. The 
branches of the Canadian banks in London are very 
reliable sources of information in regard to invest 
ments, If applied to, they make very careful enquir 
ies of people on the spot, [t is far better to make en 
quiries at these sources than from parties directly 
or indirectly interested, such as anyone might be 
more readily tempted to do in London today.

ing a rival runner off the cinder track; and by the 
man who is “out to win” the word Sport is merely 
held to mean “equal opportunities for all.” A flood 
of light is thrown upon German sport by the account 
of a lawn-tennis tournament sent by its correspond- 
ent to a London paper a few days ago. “During the 
Danzig tennis week,” he cabled, “the Crown l’rince 
and his partner lost their first two sets by 6—5, 
i—4, The spectators shouted for the handicap to be 
rearranged, and, this being done the Crown Prince 
won by 7—5 and 6-4." Divergences of opinion on 
the subject of sport must always exist between var- 
ious races, and so long as this is the case all Olymp- 
i¢ contests are calculated to provoke more internat- 
ional bitterness and ill-feeling in the course of a 
single week than can possible be allayed in a decade 
by the paciticatory endeavours of the “corps diplo- 
matique” of the whole world! Truly, the road to 
War is paved with broken cinders!” 

Captain Graham is worth quoting further on this 
subject, He writes: 

“Some years ago the fact that an Italian pastry- 
cook had succeeded in coveripg twenty miles of 
dusty road more rapidly than any British sprinter 
Was universally agdtioal as an unquestionable proof 
of our national decadence, Today, once more, be- 
cause the Olympic Sports at Stockholm have result 
ed in but jew British victories, our newspapers are 
filled with prophecies of England's degeneration, A 
Red Indian can run a hundred yards faster than 
any Englishman; a negro from Honolulu can leap 

higher, or a Finn can throw a javelin further; and 
‘we are assured that the Empire is tottering on the 
brink of ruin, This is sorry nonsense, Last week 1 
read an article in a daily paper--written, perhaps, 
by a man who never ran a yatd except to catch a 
‘bus, never jumped higher than the step of a tramear, 
and couldn't hurl a javelin at all without endanger- 
ing his own life and jeopardising the existence of an 
entire suburb—in which the cause of the English 
svortsman’s defeat was attributed to his reluctance 
to specialise. His entire thoughts are not devoted to 
one branch of athletics he practises in his spare time 
and has other interests. That is, indeed, something 
to be thankful for; and when our athletes cease to 
set the crown above renown, to love the game be- 
yond the prize, and gauge the value of sport by the 
number of cups upon their shelves, we may begin 
to despair of the future.” 


This is a common sense standpoint, Neither [rit 
ain nor Canada has any reason to be disappointed 
at the showing made in Sweden.

The role of the pessimist does not come naturally 
to me, But | must say that so far as purely Can 
adian sports go, they are in a very bad way, It is 
about time that something on a large scale was at- 
tempted to put them on a better basis, Take lacrosse 
and hockey, our real Canadian games, Ruffianism 
and professionalism, in its worst form, is rampant 
in them, 

The comparison with the American game of base- 
ball and the English game of cricket is all to the 
advantage of these, And the public is turning to 
these importions more and mére as a result, 

What could be more of a mockery of sport than 
the lacrosse games at the Coast this summer? The 
season ended on Sunday with a general melee, a 
dozen players at one time taking it out of one an 
other with their sticks. In Montreal the week before 
& spectator threw a pop bottle at one of the National 
players, 

The public has supported the teams in the West 
ern Canada Baseball League fairly well this season 
considering that there has been at no stage any real 
interest in the result. An effort is being made to form 
an International League, Calgary and Edmonton 
going in with four Montana teams. As the towns 
across the border are all smaller than the two in 
Alberta, Butte being the only one that is nearly 
equal in size, it is doubtful ifthere will be any large 
improvement, The hope seems to be to get into the 
Northwestern with Spokane, Seattle and Vancouver 
as our nearest neighbors, 

As for the Western result, Calgary, by winning 
four straight from Edmonton at the end of last 
week, effectually cinched the championship for the 
second part of the season, 


Thepig leagues both remain interesting, though 
it does not look as if New York and Boston can lose 
out now, On Aug, 28rd) the sporting editor of the 
New York Herald made this calculation: 

“The Cubs have forty-one games left on the 
schedule.

SOME FAMOUS DISHES. 


In a London auction-room a few weeks ago, there 
was sold a service of twenty-two silver-gilt dishes, 
so beautiful in themselves and so famous historically 
that they brought fifty-seven thousand five hundred 
dollars The romantic story of the Harris Elizabeth- 
an banqueting plate, as it is known, is thus told by 
the New York Times: 

At the time when the Spanish Armada had set out 
to conquer England,a certain John Harris command- 
ed thirty-five volunteers on a vessel called the “Ad- 
wyse", and a relative, William Harris, paid fifty 
pounds, a much larger sum then than it is now, 
toward the defence of his country. 

The Harrises, as a reward, obtained a consider- 
able share of the loot from the luckless Spanish 


ship. 

tn 1581, it is known, the family possessed a few 
silver-gilt dishes, The spoils from the Armada per- 
mitted the making of more. Accordingly: the service 
was extended to fifteen dishes and seven plates, 
severally hall-marked for the years 1599, 1600 and 
1601 and catying the maker's mark—three trefoils 
and monograms. Later on the rim of each was en- 


raved with the coat of arms of Sir Christooher 


larris. 

‘Time went on, and the civil war began, Sir Chris 
topher’s descendant held a command in the royal 
forces at Flymouth, and became alasmed for the 
safety of the heirlooms, Accordingly, he had them 
hidden away in a cave in the parish of Yealm ston, 
on Dartmoor, and the secret of their hiding-place 
died with him, 

For nearly two hundred years the Elizabethan 
banqueting service lay in the ground, Then at 
Christmas time, 1827, the countryside rang with the 
story of its discovery by three Dartmoor laborers 
employed by a Mr, Splat of Brixham, who wished 
to enlarge the cave for storing pototoes. Both the 
Crown and Mr, Splat abandoned their claims in 
favor of the Harris family, and the John Harris 
of the day came into his own again. 

Subsequently: another descendant of the family, 
Mrs. Cator, of Trewsbury, Cirencester, purchased

AN EXCHANGE OF WIVES 


Professor James Mavor, of the University of To- 
ronto, has received very interesting letters from Mr 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson, one of the leaders of the 
Anglo-American Expedition to the Arctic seas, who 
left Edmonton fouf years ago. 

In one letter dater from Langton Bay, Stefansson 
writes :— 

“A point of some interest is our discovery of 
some people in South-Western Victoria Land who 
are strikingly non-Eskimo in type—in fact, look 
more like orth: Reropesns than Eskimos, Their 
speech and culture is Eskimo, though | found one 
or two words that might reasonably be thought to he 
from old Norse.” 

In a letter dated from Shingle Point, Arctic Oce 
an, on April 28, 11106, Stefansson says :— 

“There seems to be nothing in the nature of a 
ceregiony connected with entering into conjugal re 
lations. There may be, and often is, an understand 
ing between principals, but the essential is that the 
consent of the parents be obtained and then that 
of the prospective bride. A negative from any of 
those three settles it for the time being—otherwise 
the marital relations are entered into on the day of 
the agreement, and as simply as if they were being 
resumed after a short separation among us. 

Divorce Rare After a Year. 

“The great majority of the marriages seem to be 
temporary, If they last beyond the year the chances 
are they will become permanent, for divorces after 
more than a@ year are vare—except where women 
have left native husbands (usually by the husband's 
consent) to become ‘wives’ of white men, The habit 
of lending wives is aboyt confined to those who have 
two wives—-and there never were many of these in 
any village. Three wives at one time is the greatest 
number I have heard of, and that was when men, 
now middle-aged, were boys, Exchange of wives is 
still practised, but only among close friends, . . . 

“The line of division of labour is not always clear. 
Both sexes row boats and some women hunt deev 
with the rifle. Both tend fish nets, When there is 
plenty of time the women both cook and make 
clothes, but men often cook when the women are 
otherwise engaged, and often mend their own 
clothes for a similar reason, | have never seen any 
thing agpragching a quarrel between a man and his 
wife.
